Madrid, Jan. 10.— As King Alfonso, 
the Dowager Queen Christina, and the 
court were returning from church this 
afternoon u man wiio afterwards gave 
his Unuie as Feito, tired a pistol at one 
of the carriages iu the Royal proces- 
sion. The bullet went wild, and no 
onu was injured. The King heard the 
shot and put his head out of the car- 
riage window, but lie was immediately 
drugged bach Into bus seat by the 
Queen mother, who was seated beside 
him in the carriage. 

Tho escort of civil guards immediate- 
ly set themselves upon the would-be as- 
sassin ;u.*l overpowered him. I'eito 
was taken to the police station, wumis 
he <uid he did not intend to kill tho 
King, but tho grand chamberlain, the 
Duke of Sotomayor, at whose carriage 
be had aimed, die was searched and in 
his pockets were found unmailed letters 
marked "Registered" and addressed to 
United States President Roosevelt, King 
Edward, the Emperor of Uermanvv, and 
tho President of the High Court ot Jus- 
tice at Mexico, and also receipts for a 
number of registered letters; besides, a 
visiting card of the mayor of Madrid. 

Feito was later put under examination 
by a magistrate, to whom lie repeateu 
bis statement as to the object of his 
shooting. He insisted that he was not 
an anarchist, and said that Ins wife, 
a French woman, had confined him in a 
lunatic asylum. The prisoner in mak- 
ing this statement did not appear ex- 
cited, but there are indications that he 
is insane. The Minister of tho lutcrios 
telegraphed that the attempt was.directr 
ed against the grand chamberlain, and 
not against tho King. 

A police sergeant, who was the first 
to seize Feito makes the following 
statement: "After the King's carriage 
had passed Feito, who was standing in 
front of me, raised a pistol and fired at 
tho second carriage in the procession 
Before he could lire a second tunc 1 
si ruck him with my sword. He cried: 
-You wish to kill me, hut 1 seek tho 
life of the Duke of Sotomayor, who is 
the cause of all my troubles. 1 he 
Duko of Sotomayor. however, was not 
in the second carriage it being occupied 
by the Marquis do Iu Minu, the court 
grand equerry and two palace officials. 

It is the custom for the Spanish court 
to attend divine service every Saturday 
at the Church of Atooha. . 

This church, however, is now being 
rebuilt, and the King now goes to the 
Church of Buen Sueeso. (hi these oc- 
casions the court proceeds m state pre- 
coded ami followed hv mounted detach- 
ments of the Uoynl body guard and ac- 
companied by carriages containing the 
court dignitaries nnd grandees of Spam. 
Vfter the shooting incident the people 
gathered along the route from the 
church to tho palace, gave the King an 
ovation as the royal carriage proceeded 
slowlv towards the royal residence. I n 
prefect of Madrid who was in the 
' I carriage, left tho procession and 
e orders for Feito to be taken to the 
tat ion. Feito is 3-1 years old 
and was born at d'osntdas Province or 
Oviedo lie returned to Spain from 
Mexico last June. He was slightly out 
in tho head by the police sergeant s 
sword. Questioned as to w.iat reasons 
ho had for wishing to kill the grand 
chamberlain, the prisoner said the Duke 
„f Sotomnvor had offered him n posi- 
tion nt the palace but had failed to ful- 
fil his promise. 

WANTS TO FIGHT 

Because Department Docs Not Publish 
His Report. 

Rome, Jan. 10.— 'Foreign Minister 
Prinetti has accepted a Challenge to 
light a duel with u former cavalry otll- 
Count Bellgarde. The latter was 
commission to mnke a report for tho 
foreign office, and not seeing his report 
published, the Count obtained a per- 
sonal interview with Slgnor Prinetti, 
which resulted in a quarrel. Later the 
Count sent two friends to Siguor I rill- 
etti, who promised to name his seconds. 

iMORSE PREDICTIONS. 
Diary of Father of Telegraphy Found. 

New York, Jan. 111.— The Electrical 
Review today publishers the diary kept 
bv Samuel F. B. Morse, during his ear- 
liest work on the 1 Baltimore and Wash- 
ington telegraph line in IS-KI. The book 
was discovered in the library of Thomas 
A. Edison at Orange, N. J. Under 
date, August 10, ltH3, Mr. Morse des- 
cribes certain tests he had made and 
makes the following interesting prop- 
hesy: "The practical inference from 
this" law is that n telegraphic coininuni- 
iltion oil my plan may, with certainty, 
be established across the Atlantic. 
Startling as this may seem now, the 
time will come when this project will 
be realized." 

Commenting on this prophesy, the 
Electrical Review, says: "Today 
there is no ocean unspanned by a tele- 
graph cable. We have completed the 
lirst Pacific cable nnd have made a 
good start on the second and Marconi 
has established communication across 
the Atlantic without wires. It is dilll- 
cult to realize that this diary was writ- 
ten less than GO years ago." 



V ENEZ U E LAN SITU AT ION. 

Nothing New to Report From Caracas. 

Caracas, Jan. 10. — Advices have been 
received here that M. Wiener, the new 
French minister to Venezuela, has left 
Paris on his "way bither to renew tho 
diplomatic relations which have been 
broken since 180-1. This is taken hero 
as proof that France has no intention to 
join in any measures of coercion. The 
Venezuelan government is informed that 
the allied powers will not think of rais- 
ing the blockade before the arrival of 
United States Minister Bowen at Wash- 
ington. 

La Ciiiayri, Venezuela, Jan. 10.— The 
Dutch steamer I'riuz Fredrlk Hendrik 
arrived here today and the minister of 
the NethexQauds, Dr. van iLeyden, who 
is retiring from his post on account of' 
ill health, embarked, accompanied by 
Acting United 'States Consul Brewer. 
They were conveyed to tho steamer in 
an Italian launch. The British tlugship 
Ariadne nnd the British torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Rocket sailed from La Guayra 
today for Curacao. 

Berlin, Jan. 10.— A despatch to the 
Lokal Air/eiger from Caracas says 
United States Minister 'Bowen's depar- 
ture for Washington awakens fears 
among tho members of the foreign col- 
ony nl the Venezuelan capital, lest acts 
of violence be committed against thenn 
during Jus absence. But President 
('astro, it is added, has promised the 
foreign residents full protection, 

Washington, Jan. 10. — While arrange- 
ments have not yet been made for the 
meeting of the Venezuelan commission, 
some attention lias been given to the 
subject, and it appears that the United 
States governnnent will be expected to 
provide accommodations for the body. 
It. is probable that accommodations will 
be procured in one of the hotels here 
for the state department has no available 
room to devote to such purposes. Sig- 
nor Mayor des Planches, the Italian am- 
bassador here, is, by virtue of seniority, 
entitled to preside if the pioceedings are 
to be in the nature of a joint meeting, 
and his long diplomatic service is re- 
garded as peculiarly fitting him for the 
important work imposed upon the com- 
mission. All four prospective members 
of the commission, naiinoly, Signer May- 
or des Planches, the Italian commission- 
er; Sir Michael ' Herbert, the British 
ambassador, and Count Qundt and Bar- 
on Stern burg, as well as Minister Bow- 
en, all speak English perfectly, and it is 
likely that this language will be the of- 
ficial communication in the commission's 
progress.

Wounded Nine Times at

Provincial Constable Who Killed 
Himself While In Despondent 
State. 



Story of Unfortunate Who Let 
Liquor Steal Away His 
Brains 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, JuTO. 10. — A. 11. LohlUilU. 
the iSotith Africuu hero who returned 
from Paurdeburg with nine wounds, 
killed himself this morning while under 
arrest for forgery. Lohmau had been 
drinking and beiilg bothered with debts: 
nnd his brain befuddled with liquor he 
scrawled Police Ollicer Campbell's 
name on the back of a check sent to 
Ollicer Campbell from the Uiijon Steam- 
ship ctiinpnny in payment of a licence; 
and cashed the check. This happened 
last week when Ollicer Campbell was 
on his holidays. When the forgery was 
noticed yesterday Ollicer Campbell • 
placed Lolunan under arrest, giving him 
in chargo of a special ollicer, J. H. Mc- 
Pherson, It was then that Lohmau 
decided to kill himself rather than live 
to suffer the disgrace of being branded 
as a forger. Ho asked to write a let- 
ter. The letter was written, and ad- 
dressed to Mrs. A. Ricchers, L",)2 Van 
Ness avenue, San Francisco. It was 
found in the pocket of Lohman's coal: 
after the suicide. 

Tho letter reads as follows: 

"To Mrs. A. E. Itiecliers, 
7!)2 Van Ness avenue, San Francisco: 

My 'Love, Good Ada, — This is the last 
letter I will write to you in this world. 
I have no luck and no sense. I have 
always been the one who brought dis- 
grace on my family, you and all my 
trieiids. Good-bye, my beloved Ada. I 
wish 1 had always taken your advice. 
I would have been better off and re- 
spected in tlie world. Why was I not 
killed in the last battle in iSoutli Africa- 
I would then have had an honorable 
death. 

"ALBERT." 

Lohmau after writing the letter lay 
dowil on the sofa-bed in the police sta- 
tion beside his guard. MePherson. lie 
was not handcuffed, but made no at- 
tempt to escape. MePherson was awake 
at (i thus morning. A short time after 
that hour, while his back was turned 
to Lohmau, he heard a deafening re- 
port close to his ear. He threw him- 
self off the sofa, and turned to look at 
Loh man, -who was gasping for breath.. 
He hud drawn his gun from his trous- 
ers pocket, and shot himself through, 
the left temple, the bullet going through 
the brain, and out at the base of the 
skull. 

MePherson called Janitor Green of 
the Court house who went immediate- 
ly to Lohman nnd spoke, to him, but got 
iio answer. Ollicer Campbell was tele- 
phoned for, and hurried to t lie Court 
house, arriving at the same time as. 
Doctor Poole. When Doctor Poole saw 
Lohman he said that he could not live,, 
but he better be taken to the hospital. 
Lohinan was carried to the hospital and- 
died a few minutes after lie got there. 

Lohman came from Germany, having 
been in active service in the German 
army. lie settled iu Westminster some 
years ago, and was accepted in the Jirst 
draft of volunteers for South Africa. 
At Paurdeburg he wftus literally riddled 
with bullets. His jaw was fractured, 
a bullet entered his abdomen and liii? 
bail;, and another lacerated his nock, 
nine wounds iu all, several of which 
have proved fatal in a mini with less 
physical ability to light against such; 
big odds. lie was carried to the hos- 
pital car and as he told the Colonist 
correspoulent, could hear his life blood 
pumping out of him to the lloor, the- 
sound in his ears representing a trip 
hammer in n foundry. The doctor sow- 
ed up his wounds and remarked . that 
if Loiimnn lived his case would be one- 
in a thousand. 

There is much talk today regarding 
Lohman's enlisting under an assumed 
name, aild regarding incidents in his 
past life, but now he is dead tho veil 
of charity should be drawn over his! 
transgressions. Superintendent of Police 
lllr.ssey arrived by this morning's boat, 
called 'hero by Ollicer Campbell to, dis- 
cuss I.ohniun's irregularities.

lust niglit in the neat little public 
of That euburb. The trustees n.i 1 il> 
viteil Mrs. McGregor and the ether can- 
didates to bo present, as well as afuyor 
Hnywurd and Aid. MuCandless, ami the 
North Ward aldermen. The last iiaim d 
gentleman and Aid. Grahamc were the 
only ones iu a position to avail thoin- 
tselves of the invitation. The iinll was 
comfortably filled. 

Mr. Wtttxon CliiTkc wns voted to the 
.clinir and announced Dr. Hall, ehuiuian 
(Of the School Hoard, us the tiret speak?-. 
, Trustee Hall expressed his" pleasure at 
attending n meeting of the; residents of 
Pa'kJaiids, which was the lirst of 'us 
,kind at which lie had Ik^-ii J»re»eut. 1'ne 
trustees now up lor re-election h-id 
thought that it would be advisable to 
Jay their views before the rate.pa.v ■ '-' al 
this time. IDr. Hall said that ac had 
always believed in equal pay for equal 
services, and this principle actually was 
recognized by tho board at the present 
tpme. It was no doubt owing to misin- 
formation that this had been assume 1 u.^ 
something new in .school matters. His 
sole wish in sitting at the hoard was to 
further the best interests of education 
in the city. Therms were (i'J teachers now 
on the staff, and on looking over the '1st 
it would be found that no discrimination 
was shown in the salaries paid whether 
they were ladies or gentlemen. Length 
of service and success must have some- 
thing to do in arranging the salaries, 
for if the maximum salary were paid to 
now arrivals there would be no induce- 
ment for them to improve. To his mind 
the best teacher must be ill the junior 
grades bocuusu it was in theso grades 
that the foundation was laid, and unless 
41 good foundation were laid tho super- 
structure of education would be almost 
wasted. One of the speaker's first moves 
when bo joined the hoard was to have 
the teachers placi d where they could do 
the best work, irrespective of salaries, 
and this had now been carried out. The 
rules governing the payment of salaries 
were then read, showing the percentage 
in the different classes, Tho salaries 
were paid to tho toucher, and not to the 
position. The average in one division 
was about ffidi). The average to .males 
was about $000, so that the difference I 



would be seen that the question ol ac- 
commodation must engage the atten- 
tion of the board immediately.

On the question of school books. In 
would like to ask the ladies 'how they 
would like to have their children band- 
ling second-hand books, which had pass- 
ed through they knew not.

The trustees had found it almost 
impossible to retain the services of th<? 
best male teachers, as larger salaries 
were offered Iheni elsewhere, and it wis 
only ivithin the pasl few days that a 
case of this kind had occurred at the 
North Wurd. Ill all the years pasl 
there were hut two eusvs of female 
teachers leaving on account of securing 
hotter wages elsewhere. It frequently 
happened that the ladies resigned from 
the staff for the purpose of entering the 
holy bonds of matrimony, but the iniule 
teacher often left for tho reason lirst 
named. Mr. Huggett quoted from the 
returns showing that the money spent 
by tho board had been well spent. He 
wtis in favor of a more practical edu- 
cation in the school. This had been 
forced upon him by his observations iu 
cities rjf the East and in the Old Coun- 
try. Xot more than °.0 per cent, of the 
pupils of the High school ever complet- 
ed the entire course; so that SO per cent, 
left before they had anything completed, 
and in the interest of this HO per cent, 
he was in favor if giving them a com- 
mercial course that would be of use as 
soon as they leave school. He did not 
think that anything further could be 
said tis to what the trustees had tried 
to accomplish in connection with the 
segregation of the Chinese. They had 
acted in good faitii in this mutter, and it 
was surprising to find the stand which 
some of the candidates now took on 
this subject. He was in favor of more 
adequate accommodation for the pupils 
in_ Victoria West and iu tho Xorth 
Ward, This subject must confront the 
ratepayers, and for his part, he would 
deal with it in a businesslike way. He 
Would be in favor of airy step as to 
school funds along the lines suggested 
by Aid. Barnard, and have the money 
for educational purposes kept separate 
from that of the municipal council 

Aid. Grahmme, of the Xorth Ward, 
Hieing present, was asked to address the 
meeting. IMr. Grahamc briefly outlined 
his actions at the nldenmauic hoard last

mediate the average salary ivas $625.70; 
tho overage for males was $020, an i 
female was $C2C. And here it could be 
seen that there was no discrimination 
against the ladies. In the senior grade 
tho average salary was $745.33, and t."> 
live male teachers nil averago of $772 
was paid; whereas six females received 
an nverage of $832. In this grade there 
were two of the former who received 
$700 per annum. Here again was proof 
that length of service and teaching abil 
ity had been the basus on which the sal- 
aries had boen adjusted. In any em- 
ployment, other tilings being equal, those 
who had been longest on the ■staff wero 
given the most money, anil this was the 
.ease iwith tho schools. In the case, of 
the principals, the average to females 
was $1,200, and to males, $1,130 pel 
annum. In the latter cilse a principal 
had resigned after ten years' service, and 
it was only common sense that the 
new mail would not get quite so invuch 
as the former. If all the wages were 
to be raised to a level, it simply meant 
that the taxes would have to be raised. 
Tlio schools of Victoria were never in 
as got*! n condition as they were today, 
and comparisons would show this. These 
results showed that the staff of the 
city schools was in n most efficient state, 
and he felt safo in saying that it wr.s 
second to none in the Dominion. The 
speaker had always been in favor of 
free hooks and bad interviewed the gov- 
ernment three years ago to get thcan to 
print tho text books at cost, but they 
had not seen thoir way to do this. These 
refonniH took a long time to carry out, 
but the present trustees had done a 1 
that could be done. lie thought that 
there wen; too uinny subjects now being 
taught, aud would favor more practical 
courses in the lower schools. Regard- 
ing tho supply of free books, there was 
the School Act to contend with. At 
present the act only allowed the trus- 
tees to supply ltoks to indigent pupils. 
Apart from books, almost everything 
was now free or at cost price. 

As to the finances, (Dr. Hall read from 
tho city's financial reports, showing that 
the trustees' estimate of receipts from 
the provincial govermment was somewhat 
Jess than was actually received. The 
total amount provided for the actual 
running expenses of the schools was 
$5(5,770.01. Practically, $10,000 had 
been extraordinary expenditure last year, 
of which $8,000 was additional -for the 
new High school. Thus the trustees 
hud kept the running expenses within 
the amount sot apart for schools. In 
conclusion, he asked tho voters to bear 
in mind the fact that the schools were 
now in better condition, than ever be- 
fore, and 1 to give him. -and his fellow 
.trustees that support to which in all fair- 
ness they were entitled. 'Before sitting 
down, JJr. Hall said that the board had 
done all in thL-ir power to secure the se- 
gregation of the Choieso, which meas- 
ure they favor. The government had 
the nay in this matter, and had inform- 
ed the trustees that the latter had not 
the power to cany this out. So long as 
be was a trustee he would carry out 
the lnova to the host ©f his abaity, tut 
be did not believe in trustees flying in 
the face of authority. 

Trustee Jay spoke next and wns very 
much pleased to see so itiany ladies pres- 
ent. He thought that I>r. Hall had ex- 
ploded the charge of discrimination be- 
tween the sexes on tho teaching staff. 
One of the subjects of greatest import- 
ance that would come up this year 
would be the Question of accommoda- 
tion. LLnst year all kinds of shifts had 
been resorted to. The school papulation 
of tOie city during the pnfifc few years 
lldd inereas-ed at the rate of 200 annual- 
ly. "Last year six new teachere had been 
employed. There were now (12 on the 
staff. Victoria West school was the 
worst in the matter of aecomniiodation 
of any of the schools. Here additional 
looms had been routed in order to ina.ke 
room, nt a cost of $20 per month. It 
.would be n wnato of money to try to re- 
pair the old school building, and he 
would urge a new school in that <iunr- 
tcr. As to Jnitnos Bay district, the 
South Park building is filled to it« full 
capacity, and the old Kingston street 
school was 'also fiile<I up. The same 
wns the ease in the North Ward. The 
Central schools had caused much 
thought in this respect. Vonr class rooms

'for $3,000. The Tourist Association had 
been used by the Mayor to advertise 
himself. As president of that associa- 
tion he had taken up the mutter of the 
weirs in the Cowichnn, and wanted to 
compel the Indians to remove them, 
even if he went to law about it. The 
'Mayor has raised the taxes 25 per cent, 
during his term of office. Ho had 
thought that the rate might he reduced 
this year, but something had endue to 
his notice within tho past few days 
(which would prevent this being done. 
The "all red" cable and sundry other 
equally important matters were discuss- 
id a full length. 

After a vote of thanks- to the chair- 
man, coffee and cake were handed 
around by the ladies, and this most wel- 
come innovation wns the subject of an- 
other hearty vote of thanks from the 
grateful audience.

The 
chairman, Mr. Hidden, president of the 
Trades and Labor council, epe-nr-d the 
meeting in his usual able manner, ami 
outlined the principles for which organ- 
ized Labor presents its candidates for 
the consideration of the electorate of 
Victoria. After briefly outlining the 
principles of organized Labor, he ap- 
pealed to the audience to support the 
candidates at the polls. He spc-eiiied 
the work to be done in connect ion with 
the election, and asked the co-operation 
of all present able to assist, at the 
same time informing them that such 
work would he considered a labor of 
live.

shall not only provide school buildings 
and teachers but shall also provide free 
text 'books, free clothing, free lunches, 
free transportation and free everything, 
with total indifference to the ability or 
the preference of parents in relation to 
the education of their children. 

One mischievous fail in a t nortion of 
the free schools has undoubtedly prompt- 
ed the increase of brntishncss and suicide 
among children. It is the fad of biology 
introduced to the attention ,if children 
itoo yountg. They 'become familiarized 
with animality and are totally deprived 
at the same time of instruction in spirit- 
uality. Life itself loses sanctity in their 
eyes and they classify themselves with 
the lowest orders of life as equals. 

Philosophy may well study Dr. Mnc- 
'Donald's statistics, 'Philosophy lias 
never had a .more puissant opportunity 
for good than in the right interpreta- 
tion of these statistics for the correction 
of evils whose magnitude increases with 
the wealth and the alleged intelligence 
of the country. 

Tho above article confounds the deter- 
imination or denial of free will and re- 
sponsibility of modern science -with the 
doctrines of socialism, with which it 
has nothing to do.

Therefore the patronnge of 
homo industry is contained in the very 
idea of a city, and any community 
where home industry is not maintained, 
is not a city at all, but simply a fortui- 
tous collection of individuals neither 
homogeneous in character, nor with any 
possibility of expansion and growth. 
How can a city grow in its ability to 
supply the wants of the territory tribu- 
tary to it, unless it supplies its own 
wants from that territory, and unless 
it ministers to the needs of its own 
citizens. Probably the great majority 
of the people of this city are in substan- 
tial ogreement with us on this sub- 
ject. To them we would point out that 
mere talking and writing on the subject 
is of no advantage whatever. It re- 
quires action. An association should be 
formed consisting or both consumers, 
distributors, and producers, to discover 
in what ways the patronage of home- 
industry could best be stimulated. Such 
a work could very well be taken up at 
the beginning of a new year, aud made 
the object of persevering and concen- 
trated effort. We are quito sure it 
would increase the prosperity of Vic- 
toria and its efficiency to reach out for 
new trade, and we hope our suggestion 
will rtot be allowed to drop, but that 
seme definite action will he taken.

It seems to me it would 
bo much better for some people to learn 
how to conduct legitimate mining in- 
stead of trying to damage a prospector's 
property, us then we should have dif- 
ferent exhibitions in mining to what 
have been displayed on the West Const 
of Vancouver Island, and not have 
results which cause the European capi- 
talists to inform us the country practi- 
cally ••stinks" in the nostrils of the 
public. 

The base insinuation as to false re- 
ports is quickly dispersed by the subse- 
quent development work which has in- 
rceased tho value of the property. My 
report was not prepared for the owners, 
but for a firm with whom I was asso- 
ciated in mining for upwards of 14 
years, and in ll business of such magni- 
tude would naturally send out experts 
to confirm my report, providing they 
had decided to take the matter up. but 
who ever the report had been written 
for, it would only containi statements 
which could more than bo verified. 
Three months after 1 completed my 
work, the report passed into the bands 
of the owners, and at their own request, 
but what right have the public to dis- 
cuss tho business. 

It is strange that so much jealousy 
exists over the worthless ore on Con- 
queror group, but the owners can well 
afford to treat its. tTiiducera with the 
contempt they deserve.

IHow Instruments l T s?d by Mag'.-ii'iis 
ami Swindlers Are Made. 

The aphorism "f Barnum '.in' th« nnb- 
lie loves to lie humbuggctl fiuus illus- 
tration in the success of the oculists in 
the country who sell "magic in'^orii 
to credulous individuals for ?u nnd .>!•), 
which costs one-tenth those ligures. 

Some of these charlatans with snb- 
linie nssurnnce, have called tlie law to 
their aid to protect tliein from rivnN 
or it may be to add prestige to their 
merchandise, us several of .the mirrors 
are, or claimed to b<\ covered by let- 
ters patent, copyright, or trademarks. 

The mirrow- makers can .iustir.v their 
calling with precedents numberless. Tne 
belief that u bit of bright metal or sin sw 
could be so chnrged by the black art 
that it would reflect in visible form the 
invisible tilings or beings about lis is 
as old as civilization. Egypt and Baby- 
lon Persia ami India, Japan and (.'limn 
have made and used occult instruments 
from early times. Those which are 
made in the Eur East possess qualities 
which at one time were puzzling, b.ltt 
which when the secret was discovered, 
were found ingenious utilizations uf op- 
tical laws. 

The simplest is tlie Japanese lucky 
mirror, a lair model of which the writer 
itiw in a Boardwuy shop a couple o 
lays ago. This is> a fiat plnte unci 
handle made of metal resembling steel. 
One side is so highly burnished that It 
reflects us well ns the best silver-backed- 
looking-glass. The reverse ss chased in 
low relief with figures of vines birds, 
clouds, nnd ideographs or talismans. 
'When employed in the usual fashion it 
does not differ from an ordinary mirror, 
but. when a large beam of light Is 
thrown upon it and reflected upon a 
(lurk wall or ceiling, in tlie reflected cir- 
cle appears a luminous face, ideograph, 
or other figure. Tlie result is secured 
in the original welding of casting of tlie 
mirror, when a piece of metal o£ dif- 
ferent composition shaped like tlie figure 
it is to produce is- fused into tlie circum- 
jacent mass.

Steamer Hyades, of the Boston .Steam- 
ship Co., and the steamer Tacomu, of 
the Northern l'acitic lino, are both due 
from the Orient, and much interitt is 
being maintained in their arrival iu tho 
■hope— a faint one, however— that they 
will bring some news of ritie long over- 
duo Boston 'Steamship Co.'* steamer 
Pleiades, now eiifUteeu days overdue at 
Yokohama from the Sound. 

The fact that she is now a month and 
seven days out from the Sound and stili 
unreported at Yokohama, her iSrSit } ,orl 
of cull, makes it reasonably certain that 
tho 'bis freighter Pleiades has either 
broken down or met with a much more 
serious mishap. Locally grave fears are 
felt for her safety. Her managing 
agents, Frank Waterliouse & Co., of 
Seattle, aro anxious, though they are 
confident that no great misfortune hau 
overtaken her. 

The Pleiades took the tw-called North- 
ern route for tho Orient, swinging around 
to within sixty miles of the Aleutian 
archipelago. Some advance the theory 
that she encountered a terrible storm 
and was driven far off of her course to 
tho South— possibly near to the Hawai- 
ian Isluuds — as was tne case about two 
years ago with the steamship Garonne. 

The l'leiades left, the Sound well pro- 
visioned and coaled. She had 1,070 tons 
of fuel in her bunkers and enough i'ood 
aboard to last her crew of fifty or sixty 
men almost a year. Although a. new 
vessel, her shaft may have broken, leav- 
ing the big ship adrift and helpless at 
sea. That so staunch a ship should 
have gouo down seems altogether Im- 
probable. 

The Pleiades was built by tilie Mary- 
land ISteel Works ut iSparrows Point. 
Maryland, in 11)00. She is a steel ves- 
sel, 431 feet long, -17 feet beam and 25 
foot depth of hold, with a net inea un.- 
onent capacity of <J,740 tons. Oea.il 
weight she carries o,3oO tons. She loft 
this port with a full cargo for the ports 
of Yokohama, Kobe, Moji, Hongkong 
nnd Manila, dipt. 1<\ i !. Purrrugton is 
iu command of her. Thirty or lorry of 
her crew are Chinese. 

Aside from the general interest mani- 
fested concerning the fate of the steam- 
ship l'leiades, there is much interest 
hero in consequeuco of the fact that a 
Vancouver man is second officer on the 
vessel. lien Joyce, who was for a 
long time mate of the lishiug steamer! 
New England sailing from Vancouver I 
to the Northern halibut banks, joined 
the l'leiades when she sailed from the 
Sound on December 4 fur Yokohama. 
Joyce desired to secure deep sea papers, 
add shipped on the l'leiades with that 
object id view. Mrs. Joyce resides 
here. fjupt. Joyce, father of Ben. is 
muster of the fishing steamer King- 
fisher, which is operated in conjunction 
with the New England by the New Eng- 
land Fish company of this city. The 
Kingfisher has been duo in port from 
tho North for the pnst two days, but 
has not put in an appearance yet. Cnp- 
taiil Joyce is therefore unaware that 
considerable anxiety is felt concerning 
the safety of tho ship his son is on. 

The l'leiades has been placed on the 
reinsurance list at the Merchants' Ex- 
change, San Francisco, a rate of lid 
per cent, being quoted on her, and un- 
less some riews of the l'leiades is forth- 
coming within tin? next few days, the 
rate is likely to jump higher. 

SURVIVOR'S STORY. 

Second 'Mate Hanson Tells of 'h» Lo#s 
of the Priuee Arthur.

According to advices from Noah Bay, 
those wdio visited the scone of tho dis- 
aster say the vessel whop she struck 
fiho beach smashed her bottom in and 
settled right down as though she wan 
nothing moro than an egg shell and im l 
mediately ■filled with water. At low 
tido she is high and dry and people can 
walk all around her. The sou has 
stripped her of rigging and cabins and 
the hull is filled with sand and. kelp. 

Six bodies came ashore and' were 
buried by the people, and the beach is 
being patrolled looking for other bodies, 
but it is thought that they are in the hull 
covered with sand and kelp aH it was in 
tho night when sho struck and ouly 
those who were on deck at. the time of 
thu disaster succeeded in getting away 
from the ill-fated craft, and the remain- 
der of the crew were drowned before 
they <'ould reach the deck.

Will Arrive at Daylight, She Will Be 
Fitted Up as Car Ferry. 

'Steamer Victorian did not leave Ta- 
comu until lac-t night, and will arrive 
here at daylight this morning in low 
of the tug Sea Lion. The Victoria^ 
will he met off the Outer wharf by the 
tugs Albion and Sadie, which will take 
the steamer into the Victoria Machin- 
ery Depot in the upper harbor, where 
she will be moored pending the changes 
that are to be made in the vessel by the 
Victoria Terminal Railway ifc Ferry 
company to fit her for service as n car 
ferry running between Sidney anil Liv- 
erpool. The project for the purchase of 
the barge Washington, arid the plac- 
ing of the engines of the Victorian in 
tho barge — which was under considera- 
tion by the Victoria Terminal Railway 
& Ferry company — is said to have been 
abandoned, and the steamer Victorian 
is to be fitted up at the Victoria Ma- 
chinery Depot for use us tho car ferry. 
Her bow will be taken out and altered, 
and tho hull will be generally strength- 
ened to allow of her carrying eight or 
nine loaded cars, and her house con- 
struction will also be altered, so that 
the main deck will lie reserved for the 
carriage of cars, and the upper dock 
will be fitted up for the accommodation 
of passengers. Considerable work will 
be done on the steamer before she is 
ready for service.

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Part H— HUNTING MISADVENTURES 
NORTH-WEST. 
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By E. B. O»born, B.A. (All Rights Reservtd ) 
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/* T* £113 most deceitful country 1 
S know," said an experienced 
/!' J rolling stone, speaking, of the 
g Canadian prairie region, "and 

I can't get rid <)i the vice of losing uiy 
way in it." This witness know the. 
Australian bush and the African veld- 
high veld, low veld, and the country by 
Lydenburg— and spoke with authority, 
and not as a journalist; and the writer 
lms round that his testimony is corrob- 
orated not only by other travelers, but 
also by the circumstantial evidence ot 
ins own e^uerieuces. 

Many years ago I found myself 
dumped down with two companion* on 
a section of .Saskatchewan farm-laud 
between lit) and 40 miles from the near- 
est town. A week later the deceitful- 
liervs of the country found a victim. Our 
store of bacon had run out— and with- 
out a little flesh-food, rail-cutting and 
the breaking of virgin prairie cannot be 
done by an Englishman— and we oust 
bus which of the three should take an 
afternoon off and try his iuck at shoot- 
ing for the pot. 1 drew the longest 
match, and made for a string of sloughs 
on the ecction which lay due south of 
oure, just as the sua took the down- 
ward -trail. Duck were hui'd to ap- 
proach, being wild at that time of days 
and I must have trudged a half-dozen 
miles for as many mallard and widgeon. 
\\ lien I turned to retrace my steps the 
s-kv had clouded over, and the sun, the 
.Northwestern traveler's best guide, was 
invisible, so that 1 had to fall back 
upon my recollection of the landmarks 
mentioned above. To my surprise, I 
found that nearly ever lake and bluff 1 
passed seemed very like those marked 
'.m the journey out, and soon my case 
resembled that of the Irishman in the 
tairv Dale, who marked the place of the 
buried crock of gold by planting his 
shillalagh and hanging his hat on it, 
.nnd found on his return that the Lepre- 
chaun had covered several acres ot 
ground with trophies of the self-same 
■description. Of course, I lost my way 
.irretrievably, and it was long after sun- 
set when I blundered into camp to ic- 
■eeive the chaff of my companions. Not 
until 1 had lived in the Northwest for 
a couple of years did 1 learn to retrace 
iny way by remembering the general lie 
of the land, rather than by trying to 
find particular landmarks. In after 
years this act of memory was performed 
without conscious effort, and 1 found 
myself possessed of a faculty akin to 
the homing instinct of animals. Some 
Englishmen who go to live in the North- 
west never leara this useful lesson. 
Thus '1 knew a very worthy missionary 
who could not drive ten miles without 
.contriving to lose his way once or 
twice. It was Maid that his wife saw 
the flicker of a lantern down by the 
stables late one stormy winter's night 
two or three hours after ho had left 
to visit a sick-bed, and sent the "hired 
.man" to find out what wns happening. 
He found his master preparing to spend 
tho night there. He hud already pitched 
.his tent and taken off his breeches. He 
•firmly believed that he had lost his 
bearings and was miles away from 
home. This anecdote must not be taken 
too seriously. 

One of the most interesting accounts 
of these misadventures is contained 111 
a letter written In 1S05 by a Mr. John 
Pritchard, of the famous X Y Com- 
pany. This great fur-trading concern 
was' founded by certain seceders from 
even the more famous Northwest Com- 
pany, which for iso many year engaged 
in ' (literally) "cut-throat" competition 
with 'the officers and men of the Hud- 
son's Buy. Mr. Pritchard was in 
charge of the X V fort at the mouth of 
the Souris river, which is a tributary 
of the Assiniboine. On the 10th oi 
June he and one of his clerks sot out 
tip the Asshliboinc with the intention 
,.f visiting Fort Qu'Appelle, distant 
about 120 miles. They traveled with- 
out mishap as far as Montague a la 
Bosse, where was a small trading 
bouse, and then, after they had turned 
westward and traveled for a whole day, 
their horses strayed from camp, and 
tho two traders separated to search for 
them. Pritchard could find no truce of 
them, nor, when he lit tires to attract 
the attention of his companion, was 
any notice taken of his signals. Then 
he understood that he was lost, and 
made up Ids mind to find the Asshii- 
boine, a river which was doubtlessly 
familiar to him. Misled by the similar 
appearance of the bells of timber along 
the various streams, he followed the 
course of the Pipestone river, under 
the mistaken impression that it was a 
tributary of the Assinilwine. For ten 
whole days he crept down the left bank 
of the little river, his food during the 
laborious march consisting of frogs,- 
two hawks— no doubt these were mos- 
quito-Hawks, birds of nocturnal habits 
which are easily caught in the day- 
time-rand n few young birds. At ta< 
end of the first ten days his appearance 
must have been pitiable. "1 per- 
ceived," he writes, "my body completely 
wasted. Nothing was left of me but 
my bones, covered with a skin thinner 
than paper. I was perfectly naked, 
my clothes having been worn (used?) hi 
milking shoes, with which 'I protected 
my blistered and bleeding feet." 

Two or three clays later he made a. 
great and glorious discovery; he found 
a nest of teal's eggs, and lived on them 
for a time. Before obtaining this 
Uieaven-seut gift of a little really nutri- 
tious food he had moved forward like 
a machine lincapable of cither thought 
Di feeling; now that he had made a 
little blood he became aware that he 
was like the Barmecide's guest, "alow 
mortifying to me," he writes, "to sco 
the buffalo quenching their thirst in 
•pverv lake near to which 1 slept"— he 
would see them, 1 suppose, ia the twi- 
light before sunrise— "and geese and 
.swans in abundance, whilst I was 
dving of hunger in this land of plenty, 
for want, of wherewith to kill." He 
next tried to make a hook and line for 
fishing, but failed in the attempt. Then 
■the temptation to lie down and die 
<iuirtlv came upon him again and again, 



but just as he was on the point of 
yielding he caught a lien grouse, which 
he cooked and ate forthwith. This 
greatly strengthened him, both in bodx 
and soul. He bad now crossed the 
Souris river under the impression that, 
it was the Assiniboiue — it is not easy to 
understand how an observant man 
could have made this blunder— ami 
come out upon a vast meadow, where 
the prairie-turnip — the "pomme blanche" 
of the voyageurs — grew in great abund- 
ance. Gathering a store of these roots, 
he traveled due south many a weary 
aide, until at last he came to a large 
lake near a hill, where he found two 
empty wintering houses belonging to 
the fur-traders. die recognized both 
the lake ami the hill, and knew that he 
was at Whitewater Lake, near Turtle 
mountain— a place 110 miles from Ids 
own trading post. In one of the de- 
serted huts he found several pairs of 
socks and an old pair of shoes; accept- 
able treasure-trove, considering that his 
feet, pierced by the ubiquitous wpear- 
grass, were in a horrible condition. 
Hut be was 110 longer lost, and it was 
with hope ia his heart thut he turned 
northward on the last stage of his 40 
days' wandering in the wilderness. 

11.- had not gone fur when he was met 
hy a hand of Indians, who gave him a 
meal and carried him to his fort. Dur- 
ing nn>si of the journey he was uncon- 
scious. Describing his appearance, 
"Picture to yourself," he writes, "a man 
whose bones are scraped, not an atom 
of t'.esh remaining, then over these bones 
a loose skin, line as the bladder of an 
ai imal; a beard of forty days' growth; 
Ids hair fall of tilth and scabs. Von 
will then have some idea of what 1 
was." The nearest Hudson Bay Com- 
pany officer supplied his wants, in spite 
el' the covert hostility existing between 
the two rival corporations, and event- 
ually he made a good recovery, though 
unable to walk for months. 

After this misadventure the Crees 
called him Manitou (the ghost), and the 
Assiniboines always spoke of him as 
Choepe (the corpse), so great an impres- 
sion had the bloodless face of their 
employer produced on the hunters who 
frequented his post. Pritchard lived to 
a green old age, and was buried in the 
great camping-place of his kind at Red 
»!iv<?i\ 

The (first story I ever heard of tho 
experiences of a traveler lost during a 
blizzard was told by a certain Jot 
McKay, n Scotsman with Indian blood 
in bis veins, who was employed as a 
scout or "tracker" by the Northwest 
■Mounted Police. One cold January 
day, a few years after the first occupa- 
tion of the Blaekfoot country by the 
"Riders of the Plains," when he was 
stationed at an outpost in southern 
Assiniboiue, he received orders to visit 
a Sioux encampment about GO miles to 
the south. His business was to enquire 
into a reported case of selling liquor to 
the Indians, an offence always severely 
punished in Western Canada. He had 
ridden about half the distance when a 
blizzard began to blow, and "it became 
impossible to continue the journey. 

The wind was blowing lit) miles an 
hour, the temperature was 40 below the 
^Fahrenheit* zero, and he could not see 
a yard in any direction for the clouds 
of fleeting snow-dust, dry, glittering, 
impalpable stuff such as is never seen 
in England, which whirled up from the 
drifted levels of the prairie or whizzed 
down out of the ghostly sky. He made 
his horse lie down, and lay down beside 
him, and so they waited for the -storm 
to break, blindly struggling against the 
temptation to sleep. The last opal 
gleams of hope (even at the height of a 
blizzard's fury the -setting- sun will 
glance into the world) died away, and 
the night swooped down on the gale, 
and still they fought against sleep in its 
most alluring form. When the world 
was again grey witli daylight the horse 
was dead, bill the man stili alive; anil, 
partly because his feet seemed frozen, 
but chielly to avoid the contagion of 
that death, he rose up painfully and tot- 
tered down the wind, which wns as 
furious as at first. All that timeless 
day he kept on the move, willi an occa- 
sional -rest in the shelter of a hnrd- 
pack'-d snowdrift, and towards evening, 
by great luck, he stumbled on the 
ruins of a small hut. Though the 
timbers thereof had been hauled away, 
there remained a few scraps of wood 
in and about the bole which had served 
for a cellar; so that the fugitive from 
death was aide to light a little fire in 
the bole nnd sit over it with some shel- 
ter from the wind. He then remem- 
bered that lie was starving, and fell to 
chewing the laces of his moccasins. 
Also, he was able to dose fitfully with- 
out any fear id' being overcome with 
the cold, more especially as be had 
reached that last stage of weariness 
when an infinity of infinitesimal devils- 
nurses call them "the fidgets"— are for 
ever ringing tit a man's nerves, and 
then scampering away. But on the 
fourth day of the blizzard the fuel came 
to an end. and the fugitive decided to 
make one last effort to escape his des- 
tiny. He clambered out of his grave 
(it should have been bis grave) and 
started traveling tip-wind, sometimes 
walking backwards (it is impossible to 
face a blizzard i. but more often crawl- 
ing through the smoking snowdrifts. 
And it. would seem that the curious 
"homing instinct," which men born on 
the high prairies invariably possess, 
served him well; for when he was 
found on Hie lifth day by a search party 
he was lying in a drift less 'ban four 
mill's from the -shack which served a« 
the local barracks. When found he 
was unconscious and frozen from head 
to foot; nevertheless, though the sur 
genu bad "to prune Vim considerable" 
(to use his own quaint phrase) he event- 
ually recovered, and is still earning bis 
7."i cents a day and rations as "tracker" 
am! factotum' at the most northerly 
divisional post of the X. W. M. P. 

No doubt the story of the adventures 
of lllippolyte 'Larouc, a iFreneli-Cann- 
dian lumberman, who was lost for 40 
days ia tile ancient pine forests nbout 



Wulffsohn Bay, -would form a suitable 
conipnnion-pieeo to the narrative of Mr. 
iPritchard's wanderings. But iLarone, 
like so many of his race, would sooner 
swing au axe from sunrise to sunset 
than write so much as his name, and 
seeing thut he has but little English, 
and does not care to speak the French 
of the "shanty" or Chantier to strang- 
ers, the newspaper reporter who inter- 
viewed him on his return to Vancouver 
at the end of last summer got no more 
than a paragraph for his pains. Mucti 
patience and not a little rye whiskey 
must be expended in such cases, and 
the reporter's trick of asking questions 
is as "criminal a blunder as the exhibi- 
tion of his note-book. "The people who 
boil their kettles along the trails into 
the wilderness," said an officer of the 
Northwest Mounted (Police to the 
writer, "are always on their guard 
against a man who asks questions. 
Even if they can't see what advantage 
you will get from their answers, they 
.will always try to wriggle out or a 
straightforward reply. If you want to 
collect old-time tales, the best plan is 
to make them feel comfortable, pass 
around your fhisk, and then spin them 
a yarn of your own. That provokes 
'em after a time." Every novelist who 
visits it new country in search of ma- 
terial and is not content merely to, col- 
lect that dry sawdust of circumstances 
which is called local coloring, suOUK 
inscribe those words on the first pagt 
of his 'note-book, or, better still, com- 
mit them to the tablets of memory. 1 
the reportei who tracked ILarone and 
afterwards cursed him for hi*' 
malignant taciturnity, had learned to 
play on the vanity of nature's foster- 
children, he might have earned an 
honest column: as it was. he made 
only a paragraph, which, nevertheless, 
contains two or three curious facts, 
ljiirone weighed 210 pounds when be 
left camp; when he crawled back, 
more than seven weeks later, ids weight 
was less than 140. As a rule his 
meals consisted of berries and bark, 
but on one occasion he caught a porcu- 
pine, the flesh of which provided ltilll 
with food for four days. A fortnight 
before the time of his wanderings was 
fulfilled bo heard the whistle of the

the true dawn, summoning the team- 
sters to their first duty. there was 
no need, be thought, to economise he- 
strength; he would be home at break- 
fast, lint as be ran blindly in the 
direction of the sound be stumbled and 
fell- and though he soon came to him- 
self, it was a full week before he again 
distinguished that mechanical sound 
among the living noises of the awaken- 
ing woodlands. In the last few days, 
when he was crawling through the ln- 
extricabilis of underbrush and brulo, M 
saw manv wild animals, more than he 
had ever" seen in his life before, and 
some of them, passed within arm s 
length. Supposing that these wero 
realities nnd not the creatures of a 
sick imagination, we may believe tltnt 
the wolves and bears inhabiting those 
forests knew that he was too weak to 
harm thorn. Such is the skeleton i of 
T.arone's story. It would not be diffi- 
cult for one well acquainted with 
forest life to use it as a plo tor a 
somewhat gruesome tale. lhe twi 
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•von feel the weight of the darkness 
on the back of your neck, said a Brit- 
ish Columbian trapper-and it is seldom 
indeed that a solitary man lost therein 
ever finds his way back to Ins com- 
panions' wntchfire. It is almost im- 
possible to judge with accuracy the 
quarter whence n sound comes, nnd the 
device which lias saved so many lives 
on the great plains-, of signaling by 
means of a "smudge" or smoke-fire— in

according o the best authority is itself 
^corruption of Hie more ancient French 
imperial s y,nbol-the frog. Kike our 
own royal cont-of-arms, when the 
"fleur-de-lys" was stamped upon any 
article it' indicated direct communica- 
tion with the "royal family, and it was 
the exclusive badge of all connected 
with the French king's service 

Having explained the derivation Oj. 
the term "broad arrow," let me intro- 
duce to my readers a lew notable 
criminals whom I met under its 
shadow. , , , _ ,, 

One of the most remarkable of these 
was a man whom we shall call 
Lebrnnd, who is now suffering twenty 
veins' penal servitude for attempting to 
extort money by blackmailing a certain 
noble hulv. , . 

For some dive years I.ebrand enacted 
the pari of a lunatic at Portland prison, 
but though he may have been "mad 
;lt Hi,, time, the authorities believed 
lb, -re was such a "method" in his mad- 
ness- that they kept, him in irons. 

An amiable man in every respect, he 
was a veritable demon in the matter of 
intrigues, plots and conspiracies: and 



letters, petitions and misrepresentations, 
labored to extract the sting ttoiu the 
governor's "report." 

The results were inevitable. The 
delegates reported that they were ''un- 
able to support the governor's repre- 
sentations." 

The governor, however, was, as I 
have said, a man of principle and one 
Who would not trifle nor be trifled with. 

Finding that ho was not supported 
by his official superiors in his efforts to 
cleanse the Augean stables of the cor- 
ruption which was ever before his eyes, 
be sent in his resignation and retired 
from a service unworthy of such a 
gentleman. 

It may interest my renders to know- 
that this high-minded and conscientious 
ex-otlicial is now living a quiet but use- 
ful life in his native county, where he 
is the guide, philosopher and friend, not 
only of those in his immediate vicinity, 
but -also of hundreds with whom he has 
been • brought into contact as governor 
of one of His Majesty's convict prisons. 
■A lover of children, he has made the 
children of convicts, once under his 
charge, the objects of his special care 
and attention.

FIREPROOF HOUSES. 

How They Are Constructed in the 
River Plate Countries. 

From Chamber's Journal, 

The annual lire bill of the United 
Kingdom may be taken at twenty-mil- 
lions sterling; that of the Unit"d States 
being twenty-eight millions sterling. - 

There are, besides (lie lire insurance 
annual bill and the bill for the fire 
stations, with their costly sites and 
buildings, lhe (firs engines and other ma- 
chinery, ami the horses. 

All this outlay keeps us poorer. But 
the loss of lire is worse; and it is so 
easy to bnlid lire proof— or, better, m- 
combustible---hoii'ses, such as in the 
River Plate countries. The manner :s 
as follows: III these countries they 
neither use the arch nor iron, but hard- 
wood, which, having mostly to come 
a thousand miles down the river, is clear. 
So all the floors and file roof, which is 
Hnt, are surporteil by ;o'st- shnpeiLns in 
this country, and across them are laid 
rails of the same hardwood, about a foot 
apart, upon which rests the end- of thin 
bricks, on which another layer of bricks, 
or sometimes two, is laid in nior- 
and on this tiles. Then there is no 
klrting or panelling. In Britain cement 
hould be used for the purpose, -and 
should be no boxing of doors and 
the frames being built in

1 
tell von, the close of this year and the 
opening of the new year, 1U03, will find 
n musical growth throughout the Do- 
minion that is going to stride us along, 
and make up in one bound for the 
apathy of the past. The musical seeds 
are In the land. Cultivate them and 
you will see where we will be in twenty 
years from now.

I doubt if such were possi- 
ble twenty years ago. Churches that 
fought against the use of in.strnir.entn 
of music then are in full enjoyment of 
choirs and organs now. The keyiioto- 
to all this in my belief is 'progress.' 
What we haven't got let as set about 
aud get speedily now. There never was 
a time wlieu things were so bad with- 
me that I could not make them better,, 
and they have been bad enough in nlli 
conscience at times. That, however,, 
is neither here nor there. As a musi- 
cal city, Montreal should equal Toronto;: 
as a musical city, Montreal should 
excel Toronto; there is the clement 
right here to mnko the metropolis of 
Canada the stronghold for music, jnstJ 
as she is first in all things else. Aban- 
don the cry, 'Music is dead"; take lipid 
of the initiative and 'give it life.' Then 
the problematical side of the question! 
will be swallowed up in a certain vic- 
tory."

I: is one of the most Interentinff 
tilings in connection with the subject 
or the weather that nil its phenomena 
are so closely in touch with one another, 
anil that in order to explain any ono 
of them it is necessary to tako account 
of all the rest. A Further fact is that 
the various phenomena have a power 
of transforming themselves very quickly 
as it were into something else, so that 
it is often n long process to hunt down 
and discover what is the fundamental 
structure of these fugitive shapes. A 
snowtilake, for instance, at first sight 
may he thought to have a separato 
existence from any of the other children 
born of aqueous vapor, but on attempt- 
ing to follow tip the history of these 
"frozen flowers, as Professor Tyndnll 
called them, it is found that the "atten- 
tion is at once, directed to the consid- 
eration of such tilings as rii i n, hail, 
sleet, mist, dew. lmar-frost and clouds. 
Hail, lain, sleet and snow are, of 
course, very nearly related indeed, but 
similarly to the other phenomena they 
are till built up out of aqueous vapor, 
and when vapor is condensing out of 
the atmosphere it is, at some seasons of 
the year, quite us likely to take ono 
shape as another. Of the phenomena 
mentioned above, hail is probably the 
most noisy in its descent from the 
atmosphere to the earth, and this more 
especially when it happens to be accom- 
panied by a thunderstorm. On the 
Other liaii'l hoar-frost »in] snow are 
probably the quietest of all the children 
of the air, while as regards their pic- 
turesque effects, who would venture to 
decide between two such skilful artists? 
Snow, which is the parent of the grind- 
ing glacier nnd the stupendous iceberg, 
has, however, such notable effecte "ii 
climate and on weather that few 
meteorological phenomena can compare 
with it for interest. 

Now, it is probable thai, us i-» the 
case with n raindrop, or with hall, in 
order to give a snowllake a start in 
life there must be a tiny nucleus of 
dust, round which the condensing vapor 
may gather. It is mainly a question of 
temperature a,s to what form this con- 
densing moisture will take, but com- 
monly when the temperature is above 
the freezing point, rain is the outcome. 
When this process takes place in n 
body of air at or about the freezing 
point, snow gels its opportunity: while 
when the condensing moisture does not 
at once freeze solid, hail will be more 
likely to occur. At some times, indeed, 
both snow and hail take the form of 
little Huffy pellets of frozen moisture, 
and considerable experience is necessary 
to distinguish between them. As :i 
general rule, the colder the weather the 
smaller the snnwflak.es; the largo 
flakes, which children describe ns being 
due to the old woman plucking her 
geese, appearing when the thermometer 
is not far away from the freezing 
point. T/arge Hakes, indeed, are a con- 
glomeration of smaller Hakes, and it is 
in the latter that the greatest regularity 
and beauty of structure are to be seen. 

In order, therefore, that a snowflnke 
may make a successful journey through 
the atmosphere, it should he built up on 
a particle of dust, while if it should be 
fortunate enough to commence its 
career, at the top of a cloud soaring 
many miles above the level of the 
earth, it will thm-eby become still better 
equipped for adding to its stores of 
frozen vapor. Between the growing 
snowflnke nnd tl>" earth, it shtv'd be 
borne in mind, there are in ordir'iry 
conditions strata of atmosphere that 
differ very much as regards their tem- 
perature nnd the amount of atmosphere 
they contain. These different layers 
through which the descending • snow- 
flake will pass favor its development, 
for it often happens that in one litverof 
n'ttnospiiere the Hake gathers' moisture 
which is promptly frozen in the succeed- 
ing lnynv. in this connection it is well 
to reoa'l what happens when ope holds 
a snowball or two pieces of meltine ice 
in a warm hand for any length of time, 
for eithpr can be welded into a soiid 
lump by a little pressure, a process 
commoely called regelnl ion, mid to be 
borne in mind when seeking for the 
causes that favor the growth of a snow- 
llake. 

From each layer of atmosphere 
through which it passes the Muttering 
snow-flake may therefore he thontrht Of. 
an collectible a tribute of moisture, but 
unlike n hailstone if makes tln?«e acoro- 
tions in gentle fashion. There is n fusw 
and a dash with the downward plunge 
of a hnilstnno, so that the frozei moist- 
ure is not so much welded as it is en- 
meshed, for on every snowllake, oven 
in its early mnrr<fhtf». thrre are pro- 
tuberances and spicules that catch the 
floating moisture us in a tiny net. The 
most common forms of snowflnke have 
a solid nucleus with rnys ramified in 
different pintles, others taking the sh."r>o 
of six-sided needle's or prisms, or six- 
sitled pyramids. .-V complicated snow- 
flake takes . the form of a 6-ix-sidod 
prism from one or both ends of which 
six-sided plates tire projected. Another 
kind of snowllake is found to be simply 
a thin lamina of frozen moisture, snow-

great variety. Many interesting- sketches 
have been made of all these different 
kinds of suowllnkes, but this is work 
that require* further elaboration by 
some observer willing to devote a little 
time lo this most interesting work of 
taking a picture of the snow-flakes as 
they reach the earth. It has been said 
that the crystals in any given snow- 
storm have a family likeness, each 
storm, as it were, having its own parti- 
cular type of snowllake. This is nu 
interesting point to he settled only by 
careful oLgervation, and for the present 
it is enough to recognize the Tact that 
although snow-flakes seem all very much 
alike, jet there is an endless variety 
in these "lovely blossoms of the forest." 

'It, will be seen, then, that the condi- 
tions most favorable for the production 
of large suowllnkes are when the at- 
moisphere is freezing in some parts and 
thawing in others. With these condi- 
tions the process of regehition of moist- 
ure on the surface of the snowllake 
will proceed apace. Under such favor- 
able circumstances very large flakes may 
be built up, although, as already men- 
tioned, these large structures are often 
but the result of Hakes that have col- 
lided in mid-air and joined forces. 
These largo suowllnkes are like very 
large hailstones, which arc often but a 
mass of ice formed by .several hail- 
stones crushed together. .Both as re- 
gards the snow-flake and the hailstones, 
these conglomerates are not properly to 
be taken as showing to what size a 
single Hake or stone may grow. With 
this proviso it may he stated that one 
of these conglomerate snow-flakes was 
found to measure '.W> inches in length, 
IV'j incites in breadth, and \\'., inches 
in" thickness; the flake when melted 
yielded 'I'/., cubic inches of water. Such 
large snowflnkes as this cannot come 
to maturity when the atmosphere is of 
n very low temperature all through. 
In such circumstances there are no 
alternate layers of air of varying con- 
ditions in temperature p.utl moisture, 
and as a result only small dry flakes of 
snow are produced. This is the kind 
of snow that falls in the polar regions, 
and it is these cold weather snowflnkes 
that are the most perfect in form. 
Closely allied to the small nnd the 
large snowflnkes is sleet. This com- 
monly is objurgated as the most un- 
pleasant of all the children born of the 
atmosphere, but it will perhaps be seen 
that rightly to understand the whole 
story of ii snowllake. something of the 
changes in temperature that produce 
sleet need to be taken into account. 

When lying on the ground, snow, from 
a meteorological point of view, is of 
much greater interest than when falling 
through the air. In an ordinary way 
there is a constant exchange of bent 
bet ween the surface of the earth and 
the atmosphere. Thus during the day 
the sun pours ils warmth down through 
the air to the earth, so that the surface 
of the ground is raised in temperature. 
During the night hours this acquired 
warmth is rapidly radiated into space, 
and the temperature of the earth ac- 
cordingly falls. The atmosphere, more- 
over, that is every where in the closest 
intimacy with the ground, is also af- 
fected by this prodigal behavior of the 
earth. Now. when the ground is 
wrapped round in its mantle of snow, 
these imports and exports of heat to 
and from the eartli are interrupted. In 
other words, the diurnal range of tem- 
perature is greatly moderated, ro that 
all the time snow is on the ground there 
is not that excessive expenditure of 
heat that ordinarily takes place, nnd ns 
a result the soil beneath the snow is 
maintained at an ennahle temperature. 

Anyone who has been on the snow :t 
few thousand feet above the level of 
the sea will have recognized the fact 
that snow is a good rniliutor of hear 
jlAt such height, moreover, the atinos 
phere is dry and free from dust, so thnt 
as the hent rays pass through the air, 
to nnd from the surfaco of the snow, 
they have hut little effect as regards 
raising the temperature of the nir. Air 
such as this is said to he (lintherninnous, 
and hent rays passing through such 
territorv, so to sneak, pay no toll. 
.Similarly snow, so long ns it remains 
clean and free from impurities, reflects 
the heat rays, but will not absorb them. 
Supposing, however, that n little dirt 
or a plentiful supply of conl-dust 
fettles on such snow, heat is at once 
absorbed, rind the "frozen flowers" are 
destroyed. That the snow is white is 
considered to be due to the fact that 
the ire crystals of which each indi- 
vidual snowflnke is built up, net as so 
many miniature prisms that blend the 
nrisinntic colors mid so scatter a white 
li'-'ht. In its embrace. also, each snow- 
flake, as it lies upon the ground, holds'- 
a tiny supply of nir, nnd it is . this cir- 
cumstance that makes the snow so bad 
a conductor of hent. Snow. then, in 
regard to the earth and the ntmosphero. 
acts ns a buffer state, so that it pnsses 
no heat down from above and nllows 
none to travel upwards frorr below. 

Further; not only is snow of interest 
in the manner of its birth nnd in respect 
of its sojourn on the onrth. but its 
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it melts. In passing it may he observed 
that one foot of snow is considered to 
he equal to ten or twelve inches of vain. 
When, therefore, snow is on the ground 
to the depth of several feet there is an 
enormous quantity of moisture held in 
suspension, It is not surprising, then, 
that when it sudden thaw sets in, the 
water-courses and rivers are unable to 
curry off the molting snow, and that 
floods result. At times, too, it will 
happen that the ground in the neighbor- 
hood of fallen snow is frozen hard, so 
that as the snow melts it rushes im- 
petuously onwards, disastrous floods 
being again produced. When the snow 
disperses in orderly fashion it perco- 
lates through the ground, and it will 
readily be understood that as the cold 
icy watt-r passes downwards, notable 
modifications occur in the temperature 
of the soil. At such Limes undrained 
hind becomes saturated with the chilly, 
water, nnd for this and other reasons it 
Ims been observed that the effect of 
•'.ruining hind is the same as if it had 
been removed one hundred miles to the 
southward. It is not, therefore, sur- 
prising (hat in many countries consid- 
erable attention is given to the work of 
o'osen'ng the snow, so that simple 
warning may be given to those whom 
it may concern of the time when it is 
beginning to melt. 

But when on the ground and when it 
incite i r will therefore be seen that snow 
is constantly modifying the temperature, 
of its surroundings. On the winds also 
which blow to and from the snow- 
covered areas these changes have also 
their effects, so that in studying 
climatic conditions it is imperative to 
know the times and seasons when a 
given locality Is covered with snow. 
As already mentioned, to follow the 
biography of a snowllake to the end, 
something should he said concerning 
glaciers and icebergs; but it is sulll- 
cient for present purposes to call atten- 
tion to them, with the observation that 
they were built by the snowflnkes.

By the time the igloo was 
completed I had enough water molted 
for our tea, and supper was entirely 
ready by, the time my men bad fed the 
dogs; and they lost no time in freeing 
t heir clothes of .snow, and joining me in 
the igloo. Still less time was consumed 
in putting away Hie tea and biscuits and 
pemmienn, and less again in falling 
off to dreamless slumber.— From Sled- 
ing Over the Polar Pack, by Comman- 
der Hobert E. Peary, in January Outin'-'.

which hangs over the lives of so' many 
men — the fear that when that job is 
done there will not bo another to hand? 

Then, again, take the position to 
which tho competent and good workman 
is driven, when he is told that he does 
too much work per hour, and that he 
must keep himself back iu line with 
the incompetent mau wdio works at the 
same bench or in the same shop. What 
causes such a position to be connived at 
by trades uuions, labor representatives, 
and so on? Is it not that if so much 
work bo done tho men will not be kept 
ia constant employment V Hence the 
task must be lingered over, so that the 
work may be secured for as many hours 
as possible.' Of course, if uncon- 
sciously, this lino of procedure gives 
not the benefit of skilled labor to the 
country, nor an incentive to the better 
man, but gives a premium to the second 
or third-rate man, and a corresponding 
punishment to the abler workman. I 
am net here discussing trades unions 
or their modes of procedure, nor the 
workiugman himself, in an unkindly 
spirit; I am simply seeking to illus- 
trate! my point, for those who know 
me — and they are by no means a few- 
know that for years 1 have bceu in 
sympathy with their struggles, and 
with many of them I have discussed 
their problems. What 1 state does 
actually exist! pessimism iu thought, 
sentiment, and in this more condensed 
form is really present with us, and I 
am trying to show the cause. The 
wage-earner lives always in dread! 
When the day or week or month is 
over, there is n grave uncertainty about 
the future, and, therefore, the present 
task iis spun out to its utmost limits. 

Now, contrast this with the ordinary 
man in Canada, who goes through his 
daily work with a will, us if it were i 
pleasure, as though he rejoiced in life. 
Does not a remark made to me by one 
of them stand for a great deal— "Men 
out here have generally got a dollar in 
their pocket and one to spare" V This 
must to some extent mean freedom 
from anxiety as to the next meal and 
the next spell of work. 

Another thing I observed, and that 
was an elasticity in enterprise, and a 
plastic tilting into new circuuistuiices 
or fresh employment, so that if one 
thing failed, attention was immediately 
turned to something else. True, in 
parts of Canada there Is much loneli- 
ness and roughness in connection with 
mining and forest industries, curried on 
in parts remote from civilization; but 
there is a chance, and a good chance, 
in and around the rising towns in the 
West for thousands of men who can 
and will work and keep sober, to live a 
fn-c ami independent life away from a 
fetid atmosphere anil the terrible cloud 
of apprehension. 

Some people try to account for the 
vigor and buoyancy of the Canadian on 
the ground of climate. If climate can 
account for it, then it must be superb 
and exhilarating. Canada, no doubt, 
during the six" months of wintry snows 
is bracing enough, but I visited the 
country iu August and September; it 
was then hot slimmer weather, and 
from Quebec to Victoria and back it 
wns a constant relief to get clothed in 
tho lightest summer garb, so that one 
would naturally hava looked for list - 
lessucss rather than vigor. Trtie.^ at 
times the nights are cooler, ns in Eng- 
land; hut the toil of the day was per- 
formed in summer heat, and yet when- 
ever uud wherever I saw men at work 
there whs alertness and an intelligent 
interest in their employment, and I had 
an opportunity to study this phase of 
life not onlv in Winnipeg and the West, 
but in other parts of the country, llow 
is this V The climate certainly cannot 
and docs not answer the query! Tho 
fact is, men there feel they have a 
chance, if they like to keep sober and 
work, and they do both in their ordin- 
ary life in Canada. They have not 
constantly hanging over them a fear 
of the future, but they know that per- 
sonal enterprise mocks with its due 
meed. And so you find, as I have 
already said, an elasticity in enterprise 
and a' plastic fitting into circumstance, 
and a turning to something else if one 
thing fails. The consequence is free- 
dom and Independence. There are 
ne'er-do-wells in Canada, but with them 
1 had no dealings, as I had met .too 
many of that class iu England. 

The contrast points to one or two 
causes. In England the labor market 
is overcrowded, mid hence underpaid: 
we lint! thousands of laboring men with 
wives anil families trying to exist on 
His. per week, and whilst so doing have 
that awful cloud of uncertainty hang- 
ing over them all the time. Cheapness 
is the demand. Anil, therefore, as em- 
ployers and directors must have their 
Cut prolits, grind, grind the wage- 
earner is the process used to secure the 
same. I should say the time is more 
than ripe when the worker should ask 
himself if there be a country 'anywhere 
where he will not be dealt with as a 
mere machine or animal; some clime 
where he will be prized and not 
crushed, and be treated us a man and 
not as a mere beast of burden. 

The short-sighted policy of many 
parents, however, is responsible for 
much trouble and heartache. For they 
send their boys to add to the strain and 
pre ssure amongst the white slaves of 
the ordinary ofllce. the outcome of 
which is a stunted growth and a hope- 
less outlook. 

\n doubt our big towns and cities 
arc overcrowded, hence many problems 
eon front us as a nation; but are we 
to face those of overcrowding and over- 
population by simply allowing life to 
drift from decency and become in- 
capable through despair? 'Is this a 
wise way of dealing with such vital 
questions'? We boast of our imperial 
sway, and that menus that wo have an 
inheritance somewhere beyond the bor- 
ders of our own little island, in which 
we are interested. Would it not niako 
the imperial idea a surer reality, and 
help it to he more perfectly understood 
and more potentially endorsed, if our 
government and our philanthropists 
sought by organized effort to draw men 
am! women a way from congested dis- 
tricts to other parts of our empire 
which are waiting for the services of 
man to render them a blessing aurf help 
to humanity. What would help us as 
it nation, what would strengthen our 
position ns an empire more surely than 
sending to our developing colonies Eng- 
lishmen who love their country and 
would love it and believe in it more if 
efforts were thus made to dear their 
way to a livelihood? 

I" don't say emigration will clenr our 
national life of all its difficulties, but it 
would tighten and consolidate the wage, 
and we should hear less of the abomin- 
able sweating system which prevails on 
every hand, for the public would then 
have to give n reasonable price for 
things which to-day they scarcely pay 
for. 

With the development of machinery 
less manual labor is needed in our ccn- 
trCH of civilization; but our colonies 
like Canada cannot advance for the lack 
of that very lalior which we could do 
without, an (I which our government has 
not the common sense to distribute. 
Witli a huge country like Canada, suU- 
ed for all kinds of development, and 
ftili of natural resources', is it wise for 
lack of men and money to allow such 
mighty resources to remain Untouched, 
when all around are workers awaiting 
employment, end capital for nn outlet? 
If England will not take possession of 
her wealth and develop her colonial re- 
sources ncross the Atlantic, there is 
another nation that will, a nation that 
olrendy hna begun to pour some of its 
wealth into that country and some of 
its brain force and enterprise also.

A GALAXY OF JEWISH WOMEN

N former occasion's I have pre-

Though history records no nameg of 
Jewish women from the destruction of 
the Temple to the eleventh century, yet 
one cannot fail to assign the remark- 
able preservation of the Jewish racoto 

the woman's gentle, quiet though para- pierce to the essence of things, 
mount inilueuce by the side of man's bends more slowly but thinks 
earnest tenacity. Among tho Jews 
leisure, among the Gentiles knowledge, 
was lucking to preserve names for the 
instruction of posterity. Before Jews 
could record their suffering, the oppres- 
sor's hand again fell, its grasp more 
relentless than ever. For many cen- 
turies blood and tears constitute the 
chronicle of Jewish life, and at the 
sources of these streams of blood anil 
rivers of tears, the genius of Jewish 
history sits lamenting. 

Whenever the sun o.' tolerance broke 
through the clouds of oppression, ami 
for even a brief period shone upon the 
martyr race, its marvelous develop- 
ment' under persecution and in despite 
of unspeakable sufferings at once stood 
revealed. During these occasional 
breaks in the darkness, women appeared 
whose erudition was so profound as to 
earn special mention. As I mentioned 
at the outset, the first names of women 
distinguished lor beauty and intellect 
come down to us from the eleventh cen- 
tury, and even then only Italy, Prov- 
ence, Andalusia and the Orient were 
favored, Jews in those countries living 
unmolested ami in comparative freedom, 
and zealously devoting their leisure to 
the study of the Talmud and secular 
brandies of lenruins

Man, on tho other hand, strives to 
uppre- 
ni ore 

profoundly, and tests carefully before 
lie accepts. Hence we so rarely meet 
woman in tho field of science, while, her 
work in the domain of poetry and the 
humanities is abundant and attractive. 
Jewish women form no exception to 
the rule. A survey of Jewish poetry 
will show woman's share in its produc- 
tions to have been considerable and of 
high quality. While there was little or 
no possibility to prosecute historic or 
scientific enquiry during the harrowing 
days of persecution, the well-spring of 
Jewish poetry never ran dry. Poetry 
followed the race into exile, and clove 
to it through all vicissitudes, its solncc- 
nient in suffering, the holy mediatrix 
between its past and future. "The 
Orient dwells an exile in the Occident, 
and its tears of longing for home nre 
tho fountain-head of Jewish poetry," 
says a Christian scholar. And at the 
altar Of this poetry, whose sweetness 
and purity sanctified home life, and 
spread 11 sense of morality when brutal- 
ity and corruptness were general, the 
women singers of Israel offered the 
gilts of their muse. While the culture 
of that lime culminated in the "service 
of love" in "woman worship," so offen-
